Indianapolis contained on Wednesday 

the largest political convention ever held | 
in Indiana. And the great body, com- 
posed of nearly two thousand delegates, 
was as finc in appearance, and harmo- 
nious, as it was numerous. Every man 
was brimful of enthusiasm and hopeful 
expectations concerning the coming cam- 
paign. 
Immediately after the lengthy remarks 
of Governor Hendricks, which were fre- 
quently interrupted with applause, the 
convention proceeded to business, Hon. 
Graham M. Fitch reported the platform, 
and we regret that we have not space 
this morning in which to print it in full. 
The preamble is a strong but truthful 
picture of the fallen condition of the 
present administration. Its acts of 
tyranny and corruption are sketched in 
unerring colors. After reciting the facts 
that demand the overthrow of the party 
in power, it asks the people to entrust 
the Democratic party with the adminis. 
tration of the State and country upon the 
following principles; 

A strict construction of the Constitu- 
tion of the United States and its amend. 
ments,and an inpartial enforcement of the 
laws. 

A tariff for revenue. 

A condemnation of all official gratuities 
in the form of retroactive salaries, State 
or national. 

A condemnation of the attempt of the 
last Congress to muzzle the press. 

Securing toevery citizen of the country 
the equal protection of the laws, without 
violating the principles of local self-gov- 
ernment or interfering with the social 
customs of the people. 

Opposition to high fees and salaries, 
either in the State of Indiana or the 
United States. And we demand a re- 
duction of salaries, State and national 
and in the State such an adjustment and 
reduction of fees and salaries as will re- 
lieve the people from higher State and 
local taxation. 

The financial planks in the platform 
favor a redemption of 5-20 bonds in 
greenbacks, according to the law under 
which they were issued, and also a repeal 
of the National banking law, and the 
substitution of greenbecks for the 
National bankcurrency.

The responsibility of “reene 
them belongs not to me, for I woul 
rather keep them buried. This responsi- 
bility belongs to Mr. Beecheer, who has 
commissioned six men of his own church 
to examine into facts which, when they 
are made known, will put an end to Mr.

Twenty Thousand Dollars Demand- 
ed for the Return of the Kid- 
napped Boy—The Detective 
Still at Work—Two Other 
_ Children Missing. 


[Correspondence N. Y. World. | | 

PHILADELPHIA, July 14. — Fourteen 
days have now ela since the Ross child 
was so boldly abducted from his house iu 
Germantown, and as yet no clew has been 
obtained as to his w bouts. Public 
excitement has been worked up to a high 
pitch and the kidnapping is the sensation 
of the day. rn the matter the 
most exaggerated rumors are afloat, and 
every day some fresh development is 
dished up, but none have re the 
hiding-place of the brigands and. their 
booty. The theft was committed in such 
an open manner, the abductors having 
been seen han around the Ross man- 
sion for several days previous to the ab- 
duction of the boy, and in close inter- 
course with the victim and his brother. 
The Detective Department is soundly be- 
rated by the city journals for the slow 
manner in which the case is working up, 
and there is but little hope, if any that the 
kidnappers will be brought to justice 
through the machinery of the Central 
office. Very soon after the child was 
missed his abductors opened a corres- 
pondence with the father, which has 
been carried on every day since. The 
mediums by which the correspondence is 
conducted are the post-office and the 

sonal’ column of the Ledger. Let- 
are dropped into the former and 
rds are inserted in the latter despite 
he keen watch of the detectives, who 
haunt both establishments day and night. 
As an inducement for the apprehension 
of the thieves a reward of $300 has been 
offered, though this sum may seem In- 
significant to many people when there is 
so much at stake. Mr. Christian Ross, 
the father, has done his utmost. Had the 
circumstance occurred sometime since the 
reward would have been magnificent, but 
within a short time the mercantile house 
with which the gentleman is connected 
failed, and thus he is embarrassed in his 
endeavor to recover his child. The most 
heartfelt sympathy is expressed upon all 
sides for the unfortunate family, 
and the people of Germantown have 
united in a movement to raise money 
with which to pay the ransom demanded 
by the blood-mailers. The family 
has been repeatedly insulted with cruel 
and offensive letters from the custodians 
of the boy, and these have inflicted terri- 
ble heart-wounds upon the almost frantic 
and grief-stricken parents. 

Twenty thousand dollars are demand- 
edas aransom for the return of the child, 
but there is hardly any possibility that 
this large amount will be paid. 

The Detective Department has just 
issued a circular giving a minute descrip- 
tion of the kidnappers, and thus it seems 
the authorities are in possession of very 
important clews. The excitement over 
the Ross case has been greatly augmented 
by the disappearance of two more chil- 
dren whose cases have been given in 
charge of the detectives. One, a boy of 
thirteen years of age, named Robert Orr, 
has been missing from his home since 
Saturday last, and another a lad of eight 
years, by name Harry A. Fisler, very 
mysteriously disappeared on the 19th of 
lastmonth. The feeling is gaining ground 
rapidly that a regular organized band of 
kidnappers has been formed in this city, 
and the facts certainly go very far to es- 
tablish the idea.

CAUGHT BEFORE HE LANDED. 


An English Forger Captured on 
Board a Steamer--What was 
Found in His Wife’s 
Bustle. 


|New York. Herald, July 13.} 

About the middle of June a telegram 
was received in this city from Messrs. 
Mullens, a well known law firm of the 
city ef London, addressed to Messrs. 
Burrill, Davison & Burrill, lawyers in this 
city, stating that a fugitive from justice, 
named Alfred Easer, had Jeft Southamp- 
ton by the German steamer Necker, 
bound for New York, under an alias, 
and givinga description of the man, who 
it Was supposed was accompanied by his 
wife. Further details were subsequently 
received stating that the forger in ques- 
tion had been the confidential clerk of a 
large seed merchant in London, and had 
committed forgery to the extent of £1,000 
($5,000) on the banking firm of Glyn, 
Mills & Co., in Lombard street, London, 
by drawing a check upon them 
for the: sterling amount above men- 
tioned, which was paid, and subse- 
quently found to be a forgery. The 
case was placed in the hands of Detective 
Pinkerton, who sent down one of his 
agents, named Davis, to discover, if 
possible, the forger’s alias when he ar- 
rived upon the Necker and to arrest him 
and recover all the property he could. 
Davis was accompanied by United States 
Deputy Marshal Robinson. At midnight, 
on the 18th of June, the Necker came to 
an an anchor in the quarantine grounds. 
Detective Davis and the United States 
Marshal went on board. The former, 
after conversing with several of the offi- 
cers, came to the conclusion that ‘A, 
Becker” was the man he wanted. He 
accordingly knocked at ‘‘Becker’s” cabin 
door ; but, finding the room empty, went 
on deck, where, the individual being 
pointed out, Officer Davis walked up to 
him, and, slapping him on the shoulder, 
said, ‘‘Esser, old boy, 1 am glad to see 
you.”” Esser trembled, and, losing his 
presence of mind, stammered, ‘“*l am 
gi-a-a-d to see you, also, but I don’t know 
your name,”” Davis then explained that 
he had come to arrest him for forgery, 
and showed him his official paper. His 
baggage was then examined, and in the 
bustle of Mrs. Esser about £800 in crisp 
Bank 9f England notes was found, The 
wife is said to be a beautiful woman, a 
native of Russia, and has been resident 
for some time in Essex street, near the 
county jail, New York. Her father fell 
in the late civil war in this country. A 
handsome music box, which cost some 
£40. was also recovered. The following 
morning the extradition papers of Esser 
were duly prepared. He consented to 
waive examination before the United 
States Court, and to go back on the 
steamer Minnesota to Liverpool. His 
wife and four children were placed in a 
hotel, while he was kept in custody tiil 
the Liverpool steamer started. News has 
been received by telegram that he had 
been delivered to the officers of the Bow- 
street Police Court, London. His family 
went with him. No news has yet been 
received of the whereabouts of his ac- 
complices.
